Shotgun blast at welfare 
based on May '62 data 


The latest shotgun attack on Alameda County's welfare pro- 
gram is based on information that is 13 months old. 


Both Harold Kehoe, welfare director, and Lorenzo Buckley, 
probation director, testified before the Board of Supervisors 
that much of the information in the Citizens’ Welfare Committee 
report was gathered in May, 1962. 

Apparently the figures from this month were selected because 
they backed up the committee’s preconceived Newburgh-type 
notions on welfare. 

Buckley told supervisors last week that his office was al- 
ready working to improve operations with the Welfare Depart- 
ment and the District Attorney's Office when this information 
was gathered. Many of the reforms have been put into effect 
since then, he said. 

This seems to have made little difference to the so-called 
citizens’ committee, one of whose main claims is that the three 
agencies failed to work together. 

Buckley also charged that the so-called citizens’ report ‘fails 
to make clear that it surveys only a small portion of the total 
operation of each department.” 

“Too many of the report’s categorical statements are con- 
fusing and misleading,” he said, adding: “Some of them are 
unfair.” 

Buckley echoed a complaint by the Central Labor Council 
last month that the report fails to get to the heart of the real 
problems behind welfare — unemployment, poor housing, job 
discrimination and unequal educational opportunities. 

All this adds up to an attack designed to destroy something 
without substituting anything better. 

The charge by one member that a subcommittee prepared the 
report and rammed it through at a single session without giving 
the whole committee ample chance to study it makes this seem 
even more likely. 


GOP hypocrites 


A Republican attempt to attach a phony civil rights rider 
onto President Kennedy's vocational educational bill failed. 
And it may come back to haunt the GOP when it tries to woo 
the Solid South in 1964. 

The House of Representatives killed an amendment by Con- 
gressman Alphonzo Bell — from the lily-white silk stocking 
district which runs from Palos Verdes Estates to Malibu in 
Los Angeles County. Then it passed the vocational education 
bill. The bill makes the first major changes in this program in 
16 years, 

Bell's phony amendment was killed after an impassioned plea 
against it by freshman Congressman Augustus Hawkins. A 
Negro, 80 per cent of whose Los Angeles County district is 
made up of members of his own race, Hawkins is a strong civil 
rights advocate and was the author of California’s Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Law while a member of the State Assembly. 

Hawkins pointed out that Bell’s amendment would have cut 
off funds to any state which still had one segregated school re- 
maining — thus unfairly depriving millions of innocent Negroes 
of training for jobs at a time when skills are increasingly the 
key to employment. 

He suggested that all civil rights champions save their ammu- 
nition for the civil rights bill. 

Other Democrats pointed out that Republicans were either 
trying to defeat the bill or to embarrass Democrats — or both. 
Hawkins said he had “waited 20 years to tell some of these Re- 
publicans how phony they are.”
